CARNEGIE SLIPS ON THE ICE 


AND SUFFERS PAINFUL INJURY 


December 27.—Andrew 
Carnegie slipped on an icy spot while 
walking around the reservoir in Cen- 
tral Park today and suffered a painful 
injury to his left knee. He was un- 
able to be present at a dinner at his 
home tonight which he gave to Gov- 
ernoer Hughes, President Butler, of Co. 
jumbia university, and others, and he 
was also unable to attend the meeting 
of the American Historical Association 
and American Economic Association at 
Carnegie Hall tonight. 

At the Carnegie home it was said 
that his condition was not serious, but 
that he had remained in his room on 
the advice of physicians. 

Mr. Carnegie had arranged for the 
dinner Several weeks ago and had in- 
yited among others, President Taft. 
The president was unable to come to 
New York on account of the storm. 
The other guests ascembied this eve- 
ning. however, and were tutormed that 


Mr. Carnegie had bad a slight aceldeng, 


New York, 


but that it was his desire that the din- 
ner proceed without him In his abe 
sence, Dr. Henry Smith Pritchett. pres- 
ident of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching, pre- 
sided.

Mr. Carnegie was taking one of his 
usual constitutionals in the park where 
he is a familiar figure on the walke, 
when the accident occurred.

But to offset these spots of warmth 
were those days of bitter cold, when 
all water was frozen several days at 
a atretch, and two days when the 
mereury did not ¢limb above freezing 
for twenty-four hours: December 58, 
when the highest was 32-—-freezing-— 
and the loweat 22, ten below freezing. 
The other cold day was December 19. 
when the highest for the twenty-four 
hours was 31, and the lowest was 27, 
or 56 below freezing. 

When 50 is considered cold in this 
neck of the woods, and freezing—-32-— 
is called “bitterly cold,” the follow-

Heney Bases His Action on 


Open Letter Written by Wil- | 


liam H. Crocker During Anti- 
Graft Crusade in San Fran- 
cisco--Heney Sues in N. Y.

New York, December 27.—-The formal 
complaint in the damage suit of Fran- 
cis J. Heney, of San Francisco, against 
William H. Crocker, the California mil- 
lionaire, for $260,000 on an aliegation 
of libel, was filed here today. Mr. 
Hieney bases his action on an open let- 
ter bearing Mr. Crocker’s name, which 
appeared in a New York evening news- 
paper December 32, in which Mr. 
Crocker defended his action in first 
supporting Heney in the San Francisco 
graft prosecutions and later withdraw- 
ing his support. 

James M. Beck, counsel for Mr. He- 
ney, said today: 


“Mr. Heney, who nearly gave his 
life to the cause of exposing corrup- 
tion in San Francisco, desires to settle 
ence for all the question as to whether 
he conducted the prosecutions against 
the San Francisco grafters in an hon- 
orablie and legitimate way. In the heat 
of the great contest in San Francisco, 
many charges were made by irrespon- 
sible men against Mr. Heney, but when 
Mr. Crocker assumed responsibility for 
these charges and gave them wide cir- 
culation in a responsible organ of 
public opinion, Mr. Heney felt that his 
opportunity had come to have a jury 
of his fellow countrymen determine 
the justice or injustice of the accusa- 
tion against him. 

“In San Francisco the graft prosecu- 
tions have so divided its people into 
hostile camps that it would seem to 
me a matter of exceeding difficulty 
to secure a jury which would consider 
the questions involved with absolute 
partiality. In New York, however, 
there can be no selfish interest in the 
issues which grow out of the San 
Francisco graft prosecutions, and here, 
therefore, a jury can be selected which 
can impartially and fearlessly judge 
between Mr. Crocker’s grave accusa- 
tions and Mr. Heney’s account of his 
stewardship as a public official.”

Mysterious Advance and Drop 
in Common Stock Cause In- 
vestigation to Be Ordered by 
New York Exchange---Probe 
to Be Searching. 


New York, December 27.—The New 
York Stock Exchange has an investi- 
gation on its hands. Common stock of 
the Rock Island.Company rose 31 1-4 
points almost immediately after the 
opening today, then, even more sud- 
denly, dropped to 50. Thereby hangs 
a mystery or a fiasco or something 
that the governors of the stock ex- 
change, with characteristic dispatch, 
will sift to the bottom. 

With the close of today’s session, the 
governors held a conference, and it 
was announced that a special investi- 
gation had been instituted. Francis L. 
Eames, former president of the ex- 


change, J. T. Atterbury and Ernest 

Groesbeck were appointed a commit- 

tee to conduct the investigation. 
Rigid Iisquiry Demanded. 

Conservative members of the ex- 
change are much exercised over the 
episode, and a rigid and searching in- 
quiry is demanded, with summary pun- 
ishment of the offenders if their guilt 
is established. 

Officers of the Rock Island disclaim 
any responsibility for the movement. 

At the offilee of Daniel G. Reid, who 
with ex-Judge W. H. Moore, is the ac- 
knowledged leader of the Rock Island 
group, it was said that Mr. Reid was 
indisposed today. Judge Moore affirm- 
ed that personally he knew nothing of 
the excitement until told of it upon 
his arrival in New York from Chicago 
this afternoon. 

So much mystery and confusion sur- 
round the movement that anything like 
a clear explanation seems well nigh 
impossible at this time. During the 
brief session which the governors of 
the exchange held this afternoon, sev- 
eral memDers who figured in the buy- 
ing and selling were called before the 
committee, but no details regarding the 
preliminary investigation were made 
public. Those brokers credited with 
executing the orders declined to throw 
any light on the subject. They will be 
called to testify later before the in- 


i 


vesatigating committee. 
Cenflicting Stories. 

Stories purporting to explain the sit- 
uation are numerous and conflicting. 
One theory was that an attempt at 
manipulation in the stock had miscar- 
ried. According to this explanation, 
heavy buying orders were placed on 
the market, but through some 
oversight the corresponding selling or- 
ders did not appear. The result was, 
following out this theory, that there 
was comparatively little stock for sale, 
and the brokers who had charge of the 
buying orders had to bid the market 
up in order to execute them.

Today’s operations in Rock Island 
common totaled. approximately 218,000 
shares, or more than twenty-five per 
cent of the whole. The stock fluctuat- 
ed between 49% and 81, its top price 
of the first half hour, and closed at 
51%, a net gain of 1% points. An of- 
ficer of the First National Bank of 
this city, which has intimate relations 
with the Rock,Island, expressed the be- 
lief that the whole matter had its in- 
ception in buying for European inter- 
ests who are supposed to have been 
short in the stock.

CORPSES STREWN 


ALONG THE COAST 


As Result of Storm of 
Snow and Wind. 


Ten Vessels Wrecked on the 
Massachusetts Coast---T welve 
Sailors on One Vessel Drown- 
ed---Wires in Bad Shape, and 
Railroads Crippled. 


New York, December 27.—With the 
news of the probable loss of the big 
five-masted schooner Davis Palmer, 
with her crew of twelve men, off Bos- 
pachusetts coast, the opening chapter of 
nine other vessels along the Mas- 
sachusetts coast, the opening chaper of 
the toll taken on the sea by the great 
storm which swept New England Sat- 
urday night and Sunday was bared 


to the world today. 

Cape Cod is still cut off, and, with 
the restoration of communication there, 
it is feared that a tale of marine dis- 
asters and storm damages unequaled 
in years will be related. 

Wreckage borne into Boston harbor 
today is believed to be the mute evi- 
dence of the loss of the schooner Davis 
Palmer, Newport News for Boston, 
somewhere near the entrance to the 
harbor. <A signal box among. the 
wreckage contained a burgee with the 
Palmer’s name, as also did a quarter- 
board found nearby. The wreck itself 
has not been located. 

Schooner Hurled Ashore. 

The threé-masted schooner Nantas- 
ket was hurled ashore at Scituate, and 
probably will prove a total wreck. 
Volunteer life-savers, with the breech- 
es buoy, rescued her crew of ten men. 
With a cargo of lumber, she was 
bound for Boston from North Carolina. 
The schooner Belle Halliday is ashore 
at Brant Point, Nantucket, exposed to 
the fury of the sea. The fate of her 
crew is unknown, but it is believed 
that they have been rescued. She 
was from Philadelphia, loaded with 
railroad tron. 

On the rocky shores of 
Vineyard two waterlogged schooners 
are being swept by every sea. They 
are the A. K. McLean, a British vessel, 
bound from Perth Amboy to Halifax, 
and the Stonington, Maine, schooner 
Maude Seward, Port Reading for 
Provincetown. 

The crews of both have been taken 
off. 

At Provincetown the sloop Bonita 
is aground, and in the flats of Ply- 
mouth harbor are four small schooners 
similarly distressed. 

Wires in Bad Shape. 

The work of filling the gaps in tel- 
egraph and telephone wire systems 
and in railroad and _  troley lines, 
which had been opened by the blizzard, 
is proceeding. The teiegraph com- 
panies report a capaci.y of about 25 
per cent of the normal, while the 
telephone companies’ resources have 
been restored to the extent of about 
75 per cent. Railroad and trolley line 
schedules were largely filled today, 
although delays of from one-half to 
three hours were noted on rallroad 
trains. 

Southeastern Massachusetts, Cape 
Cod’s sandy peninsula, particularly, 
and Rhode Island suffered most from 
the storm, and are still in the most 
demoralized condition, as far as wire 
and transportation service g0. Many 
laces in southeastern Massachusetts 
lave not witnessed the arrival of a 
railroad train for two days. New Bed- 
ford and Fal: River have been cut 
off from telegraphic communication 
with the outside world since Sunday 
morning.

New York, December 27.—Gifford 
Pinchot, chief forester of the United 
States declared, in a speech here today, 
before a number of prominent publish- 
ers, at the University Club, that spe- 
cial interests have made repeated at- 
tacks on the United States forestry 
service, and’ these attacks have in- 
creased in violence just in proportion 
as the service has offered effective 
‘opposition to predatory wealth. 

What Pinchot Said. 

Mr. Pinchot said, in part: 

‘The American people have evident- 
ly made up their minds that our nat- 
ural resources must be conserved. 
YThat is good, but it settles only haif 
the question. For whose benefit shall 
they be conserved—for the benefit of 
the many or for the use and profit of 
the few? The great conflict now be- 
ing fought will decide. There is no 
other question before us that begins 
to be so important—or that will be so 
answered } difficult to straddle, as the great qués- 
tion between special interest and equal 
opportunity; between the privileges of 
the few and the rights of the many, 
between government by men for hu- 
man welfare and government by money 
for profit, between the men who 
stand for the Roosevelt policies @nd 
the men who stand against them. This 
is the essence of the conservation 
problem today. 

“The conservation issue is a moral 
issue. When a few men get posses- 
sion of one of the necessaries of life, 
either through ownership of a natural 
resource or through unfair business 
methods, and use that control to ex- 
tort undue profits, as in the. recent 
cases of the sugar trust and the beef 
packers, they injure the average man

‘T believe in one form of govern- 
ment and I believe in the golden rule. 
But we must face the _ truth that 
monopoly of the sources of production 
makes it impossible for vast numbers 
of men and women to earn a fair liv- 
ing.

Thousands of families, as the Pittsburg 
survey shows us, lead lives of brutai- 
izing overwork in return for the barest 
living. 

“The people of this country have lost 
vastly more than they can ever regain 
by gifts of public property, forever 
and without charge, to men who gave 
nothing in return. It is true that we 
have made superb material progress 
under this system, but it is not well 
for us to rejoice too freely in the slices 
the special interests have given us 
from the great loaf of the property of 
all the people. 

“The people of the United States 
have been the complacent victims of a 
system of plunder often perpetrated 
by men who would have been sur- 
prised beyond measure to be accused 
of wrongdoing, and many of whom in 
their private lives were model citi- 
zens. But they have suffered from a 
curious moral perversion by which it 
becomes praiseworthy to do for a cor- 
poration things which they would re- 
fuse with the loftiest scorn to do for 
themselves. Fortunately for ue all 
that delusion is passing rapidly away.

“A GENTLEMAN FROM MISS.” 
OPENS WEEK ENGAGEMENT 


“A Gentleman From Mississippi,” a 
play in four acts, Harrison Rhodes and 
Thomas A. Wise being co-authors, be- 
gan a week’s engagement at the Grand 
last night. The play is one dealing 
with political ife in Washington, and 
was pronounced by former President 
Roosevelt as “a corker.” There are 
few who witnessed the initial perform- 
ance who will care to differ with that 
criticism, and none who can find a 
more succinct or comprehensive com- 
ment, 

From curtain to curtain the play is 
as snappy as a pack of firecrackers in 
the hands of a small boy at Christ- 
mas. With a wealth of good lines in 
it and situations which set the blood 
of a normal American a-tingle with 
excitement, it is easy to understand 
how the play has had a run of a solid 
year in New York and six months in 
with several companies on 
the road beside. 

It may not be the great American 
political play, but until one is seen 
here that is better, Atlanta audiences 
will be more than apt to call it so. 

It is the humanness of the plot that 
appeals.

He will leave for Wash- 
ington during the latter part of the 
week to take the oath of office. 

While it is not expected that Senator 
Gordon will serve more than two or 
three weeks, there is a strong prob- 
ability of a legislative deadlock, owing 
to the large number of probable can- 
didates who are being brought for- 
ward, and it is not improbable that 
he might serve a year or more, in 
event the legislative deadlock remains 
unbroken.

The large speculative interest which 
cileated so much uncertainty a tew 
weeks ago, has been well taken care 
of, and it is said that ali of the weak 
holdings have been taken over by 
strong hands. Refiners are ready and 
anxious to take every barre} of oil of- 
fered and are willing to pay handsome 
prices to accomplish their purpose. 
Loca! receipts have been exceedingly 
limited, and actual spot supplies are 
probably less than ever before at this 
period of the year. 

The compound and margarine mak- 
ers have gain been forced to replenish 
etocKs in the open market, and the 
demand for all edible requirements is 
ircreasing as the season advances. The 
uncertain price movements of lard and 
cotton have had no appreciable effect 
on the cctton product, and the sole 
disposition of the leading operators 
has been to buy extensively on everv 
reaction Some of the largest refiners 
predict 8 cents before the turn of the 
year. 

The demand for European account 
has also increased. Inquiries are gen- 
erally confined to small quantities for 
prompt shipmert, but the aggregate 
volume of sales is gradually increas- 
ing. Rotterdam and Genoa contilaue 
to be the largest buyers. The foreign 
movement from this port for the week 
emounted to 6.000 barrels. For the 
first time in many months there have 
been quite extensive importations of 
English cottonseed oil. Fully 500. bar- 
rels heve arrived here during the week.

Attached was a freight 
car in which was loaded much bag- 
gage of the Nicaraguan and his com- 
panions. 

American Admiral Visits Madriz. 

Managua, December 27.—Rear Ad- 
miral William Wirt Kimball, in com- 
mand of the American warships at 
Corinto, arrived at Managua today on 
a special train. The admiral was ac- 
companied by George T. Weitzel, secre- 
tary of the American legation at Pana- 
ma, and two naval aides. The Amert- 
ean officers were in uniform and the 
object of Admiral Kimball’s visit was 
to pay an official call on President 
Madriz. 

It was rumored about the city that 
the visit might mean the recognition 
of President Madriz by the United 
States. Admiral Kimball, however, 
was emphatic in his assertion that he 
ealled on the president only in his 
private capacity. He refused to per- 
mit the gorgeously uniformed aide, 
whom Presient Madriz sent, to ride on 
the box of the presidential carriage. 


American Bey Beaten. 
Washington, December 27.—A tele- 
gram received at the state department 
says that the son of an American citi- 
zen living in Granada recently was 
beaten and arrested there, presumably 
under orders of the new officials in- 
stalled by Madriz, Zelaya’s successor. 
These officials came from Leon and 
there is reason to believe that they 
acted under the authority of the Mad- 
riz government. The boy was not reg- 
stered as an American at the United 
States consulate, but this fact will not 
prevent the consulate officials from 
taking cognizance of the matter. 
The state department as yet lias is- 
sued no orders with respect to it.

ROCK ISLAND SPURT 


And Its Rapid Fall Afterward 
Was a Shock to the. 


Operators. 


New York, December 27.—The Rock 
Island episode in today’s stock mar- 
ket afforded an opportunity to test the 
Stability of the present speculative po- 
sition. The resisting power by the 
market to the alarming intimations 
carried by the sensational gyration of 
Rock Island stock. served as assur- 
ance that the present position is not 
easily vulnerable. Fears that such a 
condition might be growing up have 
been fostered, to some exten’. by last 
week's drooping tendency of prices. 
There was a dread that quiet liqnida- 
tion might have been going on of an 
influential sort which would be fol- 
lowed after a certain stage by with- 
drawal of support and abandonment 
of values to the natural play of forces. 
If there had been, in reality, a crum- 
biing of speculative confidence, such a 
shock as that of this morning would 
have been certain to precipitate violent 
liquidation and a slump in prices. In 
some few stocks where there has been 
a persistence in speculative activity 
Since the general market has grown 
quiet, there was a hasty unloading of 
stocks and a sharp break in prices. 
The general list, however, stood up well 
under the shock and then rallied. The 
conclusion is forced that the heavy 
tone last week and in the recent past 
was due tO a pause in the activities 
Of the speculation for g rise rather 
than any active pressure to séll stocks. 
The control of the situation still exer- 
cised by the powerful interests back of 
the market was demonstrated clearly 
by the action of the market today.’ 

Whatever explanation may lie Dack 
of the Rock Island episode, the move- 
ment of the stock was sufficiently 
exiraordinary. A rise of 31% points in 
five minutes in the price of a railroad 
stock having a substantial Volume and 
a widely disseminated market, is a rare 
occurrence in stock market history. 
When it is followed in alnaost as little 
time by a complete relapse it,may be 
said to be almost without precedent. 
The implication of a distressed short 
interest, the working of a corner, the 
heavy speculative losses sure to be in- 
volved and the damaging consequences 
which may result from 
tO cover those losses by realizing sales 
of other securities, are fresh In the 
memory, of the stock market element 
from the historic case of the Northern 
Pacific corner in 1901. The sales of that 
stock On May 9 of that year at $1,000 
a share for cash threw the stock mar- 
ket intO a panic. The approach of the 
cOrner in that stock was discernible, 
however, While the Rock. Island move- 
ment came like a bolt out of a blue 
sky. Moreover, it was so quickly past 
as almost to leave no time for effect 
on the general market. 

Attempted explanations of the move- 
ment were widely various and, in some 
cases, fantastic. Recent heavy sales of 
calls on the stock by foreign ‘stock 
Operations and the purchase by them, 
according to their rule. 
amount required to meet the contract 
undoubted!y played a part in the con- 
dition which developed this morning. 

The conviction grew up in the course 
of the day that a miscarriage of the 
market management of the stock had 
as much to dg as anything with tke 
unedifying spectacle of its perform- 
ance. That management has involved 
lavish Outlay of resources and a very 
free play of manipulative forces. In- 
stead of the usual carefully-calculated 
balance of such forees in today’s mar- 
ket, there seemed to have been a reck- 
less or blundering upheaval in one di- 
rection without the intended effect on 
the Other side. An error by a subor- 
dinate clerk was one speciOus sugges- 
tion brought forward, with the con- 
fusion left by Christmas festivities of- 
fered to account for it. This explana- 
tion or its corrolaries found 
more general acceptangme than a 
rumor of a struggle for con- 
trol, owing to the fact of the 
control lying wfth the preferred stock 
of the company. Having asserted its 
power of resistance to shock, the stock 
market showed little disposition to 
move upwards with derision, pending 
the working out of the year-end money 
market problem. A few stocks ad- 
vanced aggressively, but the general 
list fell back into neglect. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $4,907,000. United States 
bonds were unchanged on call.

Chicago, December 27.—Wheat for 
December delivery advanced 3.1-4 cents 
here teday, owing to a stampede of 
shorts. Other deliveries also made 
goo gains. At the close, prices were

of ijast Friday. Corn and oats closed 
Steady and provisions unsettled. 

The advance of. more than three 
cents in December wheat occurred in 
the final half of the day and enliv- 
ened an otherwise listless market. 
There was little of the December op- 
tion On sale at any time and especially 
when fair demand for that month 
by a leading commission house start- 
ed a wild scramble among shorts to 
cover and resulted in the price jump- 
ing to $1.19%, compared with $1.16%4, 
the low point of the day.
